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(54) PHOTOGRAPH HOLDING SHEET 

[The Scope of Claims for Utility Model] 

(1) A photograph holding sheet having a plurality of slits formed on a front side 
thereof, photographs being partially inserted into the plurality of slits and thus held 
therein. 

(2) The photograph holding sheet according to Claim 1, wherein the sheet 
comprises a lower sheet and an upper sheet, the upper sheet having the plurality of 
slits and being superimposed and attached on the lower sheet. 

[Brief Description of the Drawings] 

Fig. 1 is an exploded perspective view of a photograph holding sheet according to 

an embodiment of the present device; 

Fig. 2 is a plan view of the photograph holding sheet shown in Fig. 1; 

Fig. 3 Is a view showing a sequence for attaching a photograph to the photograph 
holding sheet shown in Fig. 2; 

Fig. 4 is a perspective view showing the photograph holding sheet shown in Fig. 2, 
which is attached to a board; 

Fig. 5 is a plan view showing adhesive applied to part of a rear side of a lower sheet 



or front and rear sides of a board; 

Fig. 5 is an exploded perspective view of a photograph holding sheet according to a 
second embodiment of the present device; 

Fig. 7 is a longitudinal cross-sectional view of the photograph holding sheet shown 
in Fig. 6; 

Fig. 8 is an exploded perspective view of a photograph holding sheet according to a 
third embodiment of the present device; and 

Fig. 9 is a longitudinal cross-sectional view of the photograph holding sheet shown 
in Fig. 8. 

In the drawings, "1, 6, 10" denote a photograph holding sheet, "2, 7, 11" denote a 
lower sheet, "3, 8, 12" denote an upper sheet, "3a, 8a, 12a" denote a slit, "3b, 3c, 
8b, 8c, 12b, 12c" denote a hooi< portion, "4" denotes a photograph, and "5" 
denotes a board. 
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
